Piedmont, W. Va., January 15.— A 
wall of water 15 feet high is sweeping 
down the north branch of the Poto­ 
mac river, following the bursting of 
the dam of the West Virginia Pulp & 
Paper Company at Dobbin, W. Va., 
shortly before noon. According to re­ 
ports received, the inhabitants of the 
valley are fleeing to the hills and 
greatest anxiety is felt for the safety 
of the entire district. 
No loss of life 
lias been reported. 
An operator employed by the West­ 
ern Maryland Railroad at Schell, W. 
Va., 15 miles below the site of the 
dam, sent a message to the company's 
office at Cumberland, 
Md., 
stating 
that the water was at least 20 feet 
high and was carrying everything be­ 
fore it. “I sun going to duck! 
Good­ 
bye!” The dam is 1075 feet at the 
breast, backing the water 
up 
for 
three and a half miles said holding 
three billion gallons of water. 
The 
dam is 90 feet high on the outside 
sad 65 feet on the inside and built 
on a concrete foundation 60 feet deep.
